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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all ob- 
viousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the in- 
vention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 9, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpat- 
entable over either Farrell or Witten et al. in view of Norton. Farrell or Witten et al. dis- 
closes the claimed invention except for swapping venting plates. Norton teaches that it 
is known to provide a device with a replaceable diffuser and block as set forth at column 
5, lines 64-68. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the ventilator of Farrell or Witten et al. with 
swapping venting plates, as taught by Norton in order to provide for energy conserva- 
tion. 

3. Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Witten et al. in view of Norton. Witten et al. discloses the claimed invention except for 
swapping venting plates. Norton teaches that it is known to provide a device with a re- 
placeable diffuser and block as set forth at column 5, lines 64-68. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to pro- 
vide the ventilator of Witten et al. with swapping venting plates, as taught by Norton in 
order to provide for energy conservation. As to claims directed to the structure for 
mounting the screen; such as tiltably securing, such structure in addition to the type of 
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receiving means as shown by Norton, is well known in the ventilation and filtering art. 
Hence, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the ventilator Witten et al. with the claimed structure in 
order to provide ease in removal of the panel/screen. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Claims 1 8 and 1 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the paper filed April 23, 2004. 

Conclusion
